the precise locality of his grave had been 
almost forgotten, aud could onl be asccr 
tained by the most careful iuvestig ition. 
Suffice it to say, however, the spot was 
found, and the exhumation made a short 
time ago. though there was little to ex- 
hume. On scraping off the turf from the 
surface of the ground, the dim outlines of 
seven grjves. contained withiu less than 
one square rod. revealed the buri il _-r..und 
of Roger Williams. In colonial tin 
family had its own burial -round, 
was usually near the family residence. — 

There of these seven graves were th< f 

children, the remaining four were adults. 
The easterly grave was identified as that 
of Mr. Williams. Ou digging down into 
the "charnel house. it was found that 
every thing has passed iuto oblivion. The 
shapes of the coffins could ouly be traced 
by a dark Hue of carbouacious matter the 
th'ckness of sides of coffins with their ends 
distinctly defined. The rusted remains of 
the hinges and nails, with a few fragments 
of wood and a single round knot, was all 
that could gathered from the grave. In 
the irrave of his wife there was not a tr.:ce 
of anything save a single lock of braided 
hair, which had surived the lapse of more 
than ISO years. Near the grave stood a 
venerable apple tree, when and by whom 
planted is not known This tree had -cnt 
two of its roots through the earth till it 
reached tin precise spot occupied by the 
skull of Roger Williams. There making 
a tnrn. as if going round the skull, it fol- 
lowed tho direction of the back-bone to 
the hips. Here it divided into two branch- 
es, sending one along each leg to the heel, 
where they both turned upward to the toes. 
One of these ro..ts formed a slight crook 
at the knee, which makes the whole bear a 
very close resemblance to a human form. 
This singular root is preserved with gr-af 
care, not ouly as an illustration of a great 
principle in vegetation. There were the 
grave*, emptied of every particle of human 
dust! Not a trace of anything was left' 
It is known to chemistry that all fle>h and 
the gclatiouous nutter giving consistency 
to the bones are re>olved into carbonic 
acid gas, water, and air. while the solid 
lime dust usually remains. But in this 
case even the phospate of lime of the 
bones in both graves was gone ! There 
stood the guilty apple tree, as was said 
at the time, caught in the very act of "rob- 
bing the grave." 

To explain the phciiomeuoii is not the 
design of this article. Such an explana- 
tion could be given, and many other sim- 
ilar cases adduced. But this fact must be 
admitted ; The organic matter of Roger 
Williams had bean transmitted into the 
apple tree : it h .d passed 'into the woooy 
fiber, and was'capable of propelling a steam 
engine ; it had b loo Bred in the apple hlos- 
oms, and it had b cconie pleasant to the 
eye ; and more it had gone into the fruit 
from year to year, so that the question 
might be aske 1. "Who ate Roger Willi-

But the issues upon which the war was 
begun -nd waged are past, and so far as 
war can settle them they are settled. 

The 
States have been forced into subtni-sinn 
and the people are beaten, impoverished 
and now powerless. There is nothing left 
as the result of that war to console me. but 
the consciousness of pure motives and 
faithful devotion to what I believed was 
right 

Those opposed to me. on the contrary, 
were victorious | and at the end of the war, 
and as the result of the war. got exactly 
what they fought for, and are to be pre- 
sumed satisfied. The terms upon which I 
surrendered compel me to be satisfied. — 
So there needed be no further cause of dis- 
sension amongst Kentuckians. There is 
no necessity to fight our battles over again 
The war settled the qnestion of seces- 
sion against the States, and there is now 
neither the ability nor disposition on the 
part of the Southern people to reopen the 
question. The war settled the question of 
coercion in favor of the Federal Govern- 
ment. But all who love freedom and hate 
despotism can unite in the wish that the 
Constitution may never again be violated, 
the rights of the cit'zen be not again tram- 
pled upon and the enormous public debt be 
not futher increased by another exercise 
of that power. 

As a legical and necessary result of the 
triumph of the Federal Government, slave- 
ry has been abolished. Upon that ques- 
tion there connot be further dispute. 
There is no good reason why the peo- 
ple of Kentucky should not in future be 
agreed amongst themselves ; there are many 
reasons why there should be union and 
harmony. Since the termination of the 
war, new nad startling questions haTe ari- 
soi:. upon which the peopla of Kentucky, 
irrespective of past differences, can and 
ought to agree, ami I am happy to know 
an overwhelming majority do agree.

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REV. W. S. SEDWICK. 

^ H. Bulkley. Louisville, an enruest 
worker in the Sunday School cause, has 
written a sketch of the life of the lamented 
W. S. Sedwick. 

As Mr. Sedwick was so dearly loved and 
esteemed by the children of Kentucky, we 
take pleasure in transferring to our col- 
umns the short sketch referred to. 

The suggestion of a monument to the 
memory of Mr. Sedwick. will, we are per- 
suaded, meet with a cordial endorsement 
from thousands of children whose hearts 
have becu made glad by this energetic and 
wholesouled friend, who has passed from 
this, to the better world. 

Rev. W. S. Sedwick was hern in Zanes- 
Hns, Ohio May 24th. 1896. His father, 
Rev. George C. Sedwick, a native of Vir- 
ginia, was formany year- pastor of a flour- 
ishing Baptist Church at Paris, Ky.. where 
the Mibject of this memoir passed the great 
er part of his boyhood. His mother was 
a devoted and active Christian. Our ac- 
?ount of William in his younger vears, is 
that he was a wild little boy. restless, uu- 
easy and impatient of restraint, yet at the 
same time we le in that he was singularly 
warm hearted and affectionate. At the 
age of fifteen, to use his own language he 
made up hi- miod that they were little too 
religious at home, so he bundled up a few 
elothcs and ran away. Our next account 
ot him was. that he had reached New Oi- 
lcan- ou a flat boat and was with his older 
brother George, who was in business in 
that city. While there George died of 
yellow fever and to his dying message "Tell 
my mother 1 died trusting in .lesus." Wil 
liam alway- a-cribed his conversion. Ho 
soon became home-sick and returned to 
hi> father s house, and five months after 
he united with the Church at Zancsville. 
We find him this early in his religious life 
consecrating himself to he work of Foreign 
Missious. At the age of g] he had charge 
of several Cnion S. S. But notwithstand- 
ing his labors at home, his heart yearned 
for the perishing millions in fOMSga fields, 
and to go to China was the principle aini 
of his life. After laboring a time in the 
Howard Mis-ion in New York City, he be- 
came a missionary of the American Sunday- 
School Cnion for Kentucky, and while 
thus engaged he offered himself to the 
Baptist Board of Foreign Missions at Bos- 
ton. They uot feeling justified in remov- 
ing him from a field of usefulness to which 
he was so well adapted, persuaded him to 
remain. In the Spring of 1*64 he began 
his labors for the Baptist General Associ- 
ation in Kentucky, and continued in the 
work to the day of his death, which sad 
event, was no doubt hastened by his un- 
ceasing labors— yet "that life is long which 
answers life's great end.'' 

There are many beautiful incidents con- 
nected with Mr. Sedwieks last illness 
which are touching and interesting. Mrs. 
S. writes : 

"On Wednesday afternoon he was lying 
in our bed and as he fell asleep, I went 
out and left him for a little while. When 
I returned he was lying on Kiinmie's little 
bed and seemed to be iu an intense excite- 
ment and trembled from head to foot, I 
asked, "Why Will, what is the matter ? 
Why did you get up and come here?" "O, " 
said he. 'T hardly know where I am yet." 
He said he awoke in the greatest excite- 
ment — got up before he knew it and fell ou 
to the trundle bed. He had been dream- 
ing that he was at a % orld's Sunday Sehool 
Convention and there wa« a great crowd 
and great interest, and he had been makiii" 
an address. Just as he awoke they were 
presenting him with a crown or wreath in 
token of their regard for him and it 
cited him that he trembled for hour* 

He died in Bardstown. Ky .Sej.t. SOUt, 
3 Mid "His record is on high." It has 
been suggested by a friend that probably

That an election shall be held to elect 
members to the Fortieth Congress, to as- 
semble on the 4th day of March, IHG7. in 
each of the Congressional districts, at the 
several places established by law for hold 
iug electious, in every county, town, ami 
city in the State, to be holden on the tth 
day of May, lbuT. 

Sec. 8. That on receiving notice of the 
passage of this bill, it shall be the duty of 
each county judge to cause to be opened 
the county court of their respective coun - 
ties, and thereupon appoint all the qfficers 
to conduct said election now directed by 
law to couduct general elections. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the sher- 
iff ofthe county, by himself and deputies, 
immediately to notify the several officers 
of their appointments, and the day of elec- 
tion, lie shall also give notice of such 
election by posting a notice, in writing, at 
the court house door, and at each place of 
holding elections, at least ten days before 
holding the same. 

Sk< 4. In esse ofthe absence or inabil 
ityofany county judge to perform the du- 
ty assigned by this act. it shall be the duty 
of the clerk of the county court to uotify 
two justices of the peace, who are hereby 
vested with all the powers conferred on the 
county judge; aud whose duty it shall be. 
within ten days succeeding such notice, to 
meet at the court house, and comply with 
the provisions of this act; vacancies to be 
filled as now directed by law. 

Ski . ."». The officers now required by law. 
shall, iu due form of law, certify the same: 
and it shall be the duty of tho several 
sheriffs to meet at their respective court 
hpu.-es on the next day after the election, 
and perform all the duties now required 
by law in Congressional elections. They 
shall within three days thereafter meet at 
the several places uow fixed by law in their 
respective districts for comparing Con- 
gressional polls, and then and there com- 
pare the poll of the several counties, and 
perform such other duties as are now en- 
joined by law: Provided, If any of them 
shall fail to attend, those in attendenee 
may adjourn for a time, not to exceed two 
days. 

Sec 9. All the officers attending such 
elections shall be entitled to the same com- 
pensation, to be paid in the same manner, 
as now fixed by law. 

Sec. 7. That on the passage of this act it 
shall be the duty of the Governor to cause 
it to be published in all the newspapers in 
this State: and it shall be the duty ofthe 
Secretary of State te inclose a copy to each 
county judge and county clerk, and sheriffs 
of the several counties.

Nashville Tenn , Feb. 15, 1807. 
Editor Sentinel: I bud myself this 
ing in tha City of Rocks, surrounded 
ou oue hand by snow and disagreeab! weath- 
er, and on the other baud by starTUM and 
degraded negroes — the streets literally 
strewn with their dirty and ragged forms. 

This is the place where the notorious 
Browulow reigns, and you can imagine the 
condition of affairs that surround this once 
happy and flourishing city. It indeed 
makes my heart sick to see this beautiful 
and picturesque spot (once the pride of 
all this country), ruled and governed by 
a man who is wholly unfit to occupy any 
position, bearing on its face, right and 
honesty. But, it is nevertheless true, and 
here the old despot sits, ruling and gov- 
erning a people that dispise ami abhor his 
name. 

^Yesterday, I took a stroll on Capital 
Hill, with au old friend of my boyhood 
days, whose society I had enjoyed on many 
occasions before, on the same spot, and 
when the lulls of this stalely mansion were 
occupied by statesmen and gentlemen. It 
is- different now — there is no Harris nor 
Henry occupying seats withiu its walls 
now; we liud. with a few exceptions, men 
of no note farther than corruption and 
meaness. As we stood and viewed this 
magnificent structure (the capital), and 
thought of the depraved and ruined peo- 
ple, that had it erected we could but say, 
"thy will be done." Wc hare had no dis- 
position whatever, to enter the halls during 
the day's we have been sojourning here, 
and consequently can give you no items a» 
to their radical movements. Suffice it then, 
there never was a more corrupt body Ol 
men assembled in any capital, thau is in 
Nashville. unmnwmmmwmwmnm 

The business of the city to a certain ex 
tent is falling off, but taking everything 
into consideration times are as good as 
could be expected. 

I have just returned from North Ala- 
bama, and in the section I have been, I 
find no real suffering, the crops were short 
but all were managing to live. "God bless 
Kentucky," is the unanimous voice in this 
country, and time can uever efface the gen- 
erosity of your people, from those that 
have received their bountifnl gifts. I met 
s little boy while in Alabama, that I knew 
before the war. and in conversation with 
the little fellow. I told him I was from 
Kentucky. "Why did you leave those 
good people to come back here, would thev 
not prefer giving you bread there than 
shipping it way down here?" I thought 
it was a very good hit, and bid the youth 
good-morning. I will leave here to-mor- 
row for Lebanon, Tenn., and will perma- 
nently locate, and there you can here from 
me more frequently.
